SUPREME COURT JUDGMENTS, 

The following judgments were received 
by the deputy clerk of the court here on 
last mail. The cases were tried before Mr. 
Justice Scott last spring. 

McLeod vs. Wilson: This was an action 
brought by K. A. McLeod contractor, to 
recover from the defendant Dr. Wilson the 
sum of $500 being the balance which 
McLeod claimed as due to him on contract 
price of a house which he built for defend- 
ant. The defence was that plaintiff had 
not completed the house within the time 
called for by the contractors agreement, 
and that he had there by forfeited the sum 
which he sued for. Judgment was given 
in favor of McLeod for $305. The judge 
struck off the other $200 claimed by plain- 
tiff.

THE YUKON REGULATIONS. 
The BuLLETIN is in receipt of some 
very firey epistles on the subject of 
the Yukon mining regulations. Per- 
haps the object of the writers would 


be as well served by the publication of 


the following moderate and _reason- 
able protest made by a public meeting 
held on Aug. 12th, in Victoria, B. C., 
and presided over by Mayor Redfern. 
This resolution has the greater weight 
because it cores from the chief city 
of a prov:uce the reason for whose 
existence was mining, on much the 
same principie as in the Yukon, 
which is still the main dependence of 
the province. Mining and mining 
regulations have probably received 
more careful attention in Byitish Co- 
lumbia than in any other region of 
the world, and the mining laws of 
British Columbia are universally ad- 
to. be the most conducive to 
development of any in the 
Moreover, of the men who at- 
tended the meeting no doubt a very 
large proportion were then directly 
and indirectly interested in mining 
enterprises of various kinds, and in 
various places, including the Yukon 
district itself.

that the exactions proposed in the 
way of fees and royalty are excessive 
and grievous and calculated to de- 
feat the object for which they are 
imposed. 


“Also that this meeting recom- 
mends the Dominion government to 
suspend the operation of the regula- 
tions as to reserve of claims and 
royalty until some of the ministers 
have an opportunity to visit the coast 
and personally acquaint themselves 
with the conditions existing in a min- 
ing community, after which the whole 
subject of fees, royalty, taxation of 
miners and the rights of aliens can be 
dealt with in time to have them apply 
to the very great majority of those 
persons who have gone into the coun- 
| try during the present season.”

DEEP DREDGING. 


The following are the regulations in 
full recently framed to govern deep 
credging on the Saskatchewan, and 
other rivers of Manitoba and the 
Territories. They bear date, July 
21st, "97: ‘ 
~ The agent of Dominion lands in 
whose district the portion of the river 
desired to be leased is situated is here- 
by autherized to accept applications, 
and leases may be issued by the 
minister of the interior upon the 
following conditions : 

1. The lessee shall be given the ex- 
clusive right to sub-aqueous mining 
and dredging for minerals with the 
exception of coal in and along an un- 
broken extent of five miles of the 
river following its sinuosities, and to 
be described by the applicant in such 
manner as to be easily traced on the 
ground. 

2. The lease shall be for a term cf 
twenty years, at the end of which 
time all rights vested in, or which 
may be claimed by the lessee are to 
cease and determine. The lease may 
be renewable, however, from time to 
time thereafter in the discretion of 
the minister of the interior. 

3. The lessee’s right to mining and 
dredging shall be confined to the sub- 
merged bed or bars in the river, below 
low water mark. 

4. The lease shall be subject to the 
rights of all persons who have receiv- 
ed or who may receive entries for bar 
diggings or bench claims, under the 
mining regulations. 

5. The lessee shall have a dredge in 
operation within one year from the 
date of the lease, and if during one 
season, when operations can be car- 
ried on, he fails’ to efficiently work the 
same, the lease shall become null and 
yoid, uniess the minister of the in 
terior shal} decide otherwise. 

| 6. The lessee shall pay a rental of 
|$50 per annum for each dredge used, 
such rental to be paid in advance, and 
|to commence to accrue on the date 
upon which the lease is issued. He 
shall also pay to the Crown a royalty 
of two and one half per cent, on the 
output after it exceeds $10,000 as 
| shown by sworn returns to be furnish- 
ed monthly by the lessee during the 
period that dredging operations are 
being carried on. Said royalty to be 
paid monthly. 

7. The lessee shall not interfere in 
any way with the general right of the 
public to use the river in which he 
may. be permitted to dredge, for navi- 
gation and other purposes ; the free 
navigation of the river shall not be 
impeded by the deposit of tailings in 
such manner as to form bars or banks 
in the channel thereof; and the cur- 
rent or stream shall not be obstructed 
in any material degree by the accumu- 
lation of such deposits. 

8. The lease shall provide that any 
one who has or who may receive entry 
under the mining regulations shall be 


at any point thereon, also to mine two 
feet below the surface of the water at 
low water mark by putting in wing 
dams. 

9. The lease to be issued shall re- 
serve all roads, ways, bridges, drains, 
and all other public works and im- 
provements now existing, or which 
may hereafter be made in, upon or 
under any part of the river, and the 
power to enter and construct the 
same. It shall also provide that the 
lessee shall not damage nor obstruct 
any public way, drains, bridges, works 
now or hereafter to be made upon, in, 
over, through, or under the - river ; 
and that he will substantially bridge 
or cover and protect all the cuts, 
flumes, ‘ditches, and sluices, and all 
pits and dangerous places at all points 
wkere they may be crossed by a public 
highway or frequented path or trail, 
to the satisfaction of the minister cf 
the interior.

YUKON RAILWAY. 


Application was made to the 
United States congress in 1896 for a 
charter to build a road connecting 
United States railway Systems with 
Alaska through British territory, and 
on to Russia and Japan. The matter 
was referred to Director Powell, of 
the United States geological survey 
for report : 


In the beginning of his report | 
Director Powell says : 


“Information on record bearing on | 
the questicn does not indicate any 
greater obstacles to the construction 
of such a line than those already over- | 
come in transcontinental railroad | 
building, and theconstructior of the 
proposed line must be pronounced 


feasible. 


“From the geographicai knowledge 
available a tentative line may be in- 
dicated extending from the Northern | 
Pacific railroad in Montana north- | 
ward to Behring Sea, about 2,800 | 
length.” 


This tentative line divided into 
three grand divisions areas follows: | 
From some point on the North- 
ern Pacific railroad in Montana to the 
headwaters of the Peace River. 


2. From the headwaters of the 


Peace River to the headwaters of the 
Yukon. 

3. From the headwaters of the 
Yukon to some point on the shore of 
Behring Sea. 

It will be observed that the pro- 
posed route would take the road right 
through the Klondike gold field. 

From Montana northward through 
British Columbia as far as the Peace 
River Director Powell considered two 
routes, which he called plains and 
valley respectively, their names indi- 
cating their character. His _prefer- 
ence was for the valley route. 

First, it would have a decided ad- 
vantage in distance. 

Second, it would afford easier 
grades. He admitted the prospect for | 
local business over the two routes 
appeared to be in favor of the plains | 
route, “unless important mining dis- 
tricts- should be developed on fhe 
other line.” 

From the Northern Pacific_ railroad 
by the valley route is about 325 miles, 
and to connect Southern Alaska in- 
directly with the railway system of 
the United States via the Canadian 
Pacific railroad would require the con- 
struction of only 840 miles of line, 
which is exactly the distance from 
Baltimore to Chicago by the Pennsyl- | 
vania line. fou? vet
